‘Not only Was Brian the best | 
athlete in the school, | ‚ he Was also 
captain of the football and golf 
teams. Amy was a talented artist 
and brilliant at French, Both. 
from wealthy families. 1 They were 
straight-A students with their Whol 
lives ahead of them - until the 
night of 13 November 1996. 

Twelve days later Brian and Amy 
were charged with murdering their 
newborn baby son and dumping his 
body in rubbish bins at the back of 
a cheap motel in the state of 
Delaware, USA, If convicted, 
they could face execution. 

The couple's plight has 
shocked America. And as 
the police have gradually 
begun to piece together 
exactly what happened, the 
big question remains - why?

Less than an hour later 
a Campus cop and 
student counsellor Scott 
Simonds knocked on the 
door of Brian’s room.

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When the Mafia threatened to 
kill Paula Kopecna, 14, for 
her dad’s money, She fled the 
Czech Republic for Britain. Now 
she’s fighting to stay here... 


WW was 11 when Dad told 
me I was going to get 4 
bodyguard. My first reaction 

was, ‘Cool. I'll be like a film star." 

But that was before I realised how 

Serious the situation was. 

Back then, my dad owned a 
successful company in Prague in 
the Czech Republic. But then the 
local Mafia said they'd kill him if he 
didn't give them a huge sum of 
money. I don't know why. Dad told 
the police, but because the ganasters 
were so powerful there was nothing 
they could do and Dad had to hire 
private bodyguards to protect us; 

Suddenly we had five men with 
guns and dogs following us all the 
time. Three would go to work with 
Dad while the other two would 
walk either side of me wherever 
I went, If | entered a building or 
room, they'd always go in first 
to check it was safe, At school 
they'd escort me to lessons, 
then guard the classroom, and at 
night they stayed in our house 

Dad wasn't the only businessman 
in our country to employ: 
bodyguards because of all the 
political changes and poverty, but 
everyone at school was still very 
surprised by it. Some people 
thought it was funny, but my friends 
understood how scary it was and 
were very sympathetic 


Blackmail threats 
The gangsters rang our house 
every few days threatening Dad 
and demanding the equivalent 
of a year's salary. He kept refusing, 
but after a couple of weeks they 
said if they didn't get the money 
soon they'd kill me too. | was really 
scared, | thought things like this 
only happened in movies. 

After that | was hardly allowed 
out and if | did, Dad had to be with 
me, as well as the bodyguards, | 
got used to feeling unsafe.

I'd like to live 
if We had to 
leave Prague.

Mum and Dad divorced when 
| was five and my sister Irena, 
who's two years younger than 
me, lived on the other side of the 
city with Mum. Luckily the Mafia 
didn't know about them so they 
were safe, They had no idea of 
the danger we were in 
The only person who knew 
was ту headmaster, ‘cause 
Dad wanted to know what to 
do about my education. My 
headmaster said that because 
| didn’t speak English and | 
would Be VIG illegally, Dad 
would. aveo teach me 
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Over the next month the threats 
became more frequent until It 
was too dangerous for me to 
go to school. Eventually our 
bodyguards told Dad it wasn't 
safe for us to stay any longer. 


Night flight 

At 2am on Thursday 11 March 
1993, Dad came into my bedroom 
and said we had to go right away, 

| just had time to pack my school 
books, a few clothes and some 
toys. Га already given away my 
tabby cat Minda to Mum, but | had 
to leave my teddy Michalka behind. 


Although | Was half asleep | was 
really scared of the Mafia catching 


05 Four bodyguards followed Us to 


the Austrian border, but once we 
grove across, we were on our own.

my sake; but we were both terrified.

The social services give us money 
to survive on and we're now living 
in a council flat. My school’s letting 
me stay on too, but | don't know 
for how long.
